Rte. 57 Force Affirms Go-Ahead 


"We came to our decision based on the faces and 
not fiction or hyped conjecture," Rheault today said. 
"I'm pleased that now we give the MPO such a 
positive recommendation on such a strong vote." 

The task force has assigned Storch Enomeers of 
Cambridge, the firm already designing the extension, 
to study tour separate issues concerning the project as 
part of the overall report to be submitted to the MPO. 

State Representative Walter DeFilippi (R-West Spr¬ 
ingfield), task force chairman, said the Storch fi-m is 
to study the possible need for a commuter parking lot 
for the higway, to look into the number and location 
of entrance and egress ramps and their effects-on 
town streets, and to study the justification for the 
planned four lanes of bypass instead of two lanes. 

According to Rheault, the task force used "much 
foresight" in their deliberations, noting that the four- 
lane extension would be far better than a proposed 
two-lane one such as now exists on Interstate-91 
South to Hartford. 

Correct Traffic Flow 

He noted that because of that situation, some $300 
million will be needed to correct the traffic flow with 
the displacement of homes and property. 

"We have a situation here that must be rectified 
and I'm sure that in the final analysis four-lanes will 
be continued as planned," Rheault maintained. 

The Route 57 extension would cut through a section 
of Western Agawam into Feeding Hills to the 
Southwick line. 

The extension has been the focal point of regional 
bickering in recent years and the indecision by the 
MPO lea to the formation of the task force. 

Overwhelming Support 

Rheault said the overwhelming support of citizens 
here for the extension continues to impress task force 
members. 

Traffic tie-ups along the Mill-Springfield-Southwick 
Streets' corridor from the high school to the 
Southwick line has created, a dangerous public safety 
hazard, according to road proponents. 

Those opposing the extension are demanding a full 
environmental impact study which road proponents 
claim would delay its compjetion for years. 


The seven-member Route 57 Task Force has voted 
5-2 to continue with plans to construct the proposed 
4.5 mile Route 57 extension and has voted to continue 
meeting on a quarterly basis to keep abreast of how 
the extension project is proceeding. 

Continue Road 

The committee's recommendation to continue with 
the road came last Friday during a meeting at Spr¬ 
ingfield City Hall. 

The committee will now forward a full report of 
their study to the Metropolitan Planning Organization 
for review. 

The MPO, which consists of two state highway 
agencies, the local Lower Pioneer Valley Regional 
Planning Commission and Pioneer Valley Transit 
Authority, are currently deadlocked 2-2 over the 
road's construction. 

An openly-elated town councilor Donald Rheault, 
Agawam's representative on the task force, tbday told 
The Advertiser/News that the motion to support con¬ 
struction came after an intense investigation of the 
issues. a mmsm:

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Rheault Seeks Personnel Board 


Precinct Three Councilor Donald Rheault today 
called upon Town Manager Richard J. Bowen to 
reconsider his position on an appointed personnel 
board and strongly criticized Bowen's interpretation 
of the town charter. 

Rheault and Bowen began debating the personnel 
board at the last Monday's meeting ofTown Council. 

Municipal Employment 

According to Rheault, the town charter clearly 
states that a sitting personnel board shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the town manager to oversee the many 
aspects of municipal employment. 

According to Bowen, only a "reference" in the 
town code says that the town manager should appoint 
a personnel board and that nowhere in the charter 
does it state he must appoint such a board. 

Rheault today noted that when town fathers 
authored the council/manager charter ten years ago, a 
personnel board was included as one of the municipal 
organisms to aid the manager in the efficient opera¬ 
tion of town government. 

Rheault says that when the first sitting council hired 
James D. Westman to the manager's post, the then sit¬ 
ting personnel board was abolished, without a vote of 
the council. 

"Mr. Westman decided that such a board was simp¬ 
ly not needed, and there was never a vote of Town 
Council to uphold his decision. 

"Therefore," Rheault noted, "until the board is of¬ 
ficially stricken from the books, it's law." 


Rheault says he will continue to press for a person¬ 
nel board, adding that the board should be viewed as 
"a tool for the manager's benefit, and not one that 
will usurp his authority." 

Bowen, who is the chief personnel authority at 
Town Hall, explained that such a board as Rheault is 
advocating remains strickly a "perogative" of the 
manager and not a mandate. 

Building Committee 

The manager used the appointment of a building 
committee to oversee construction of the Cooper 
Street Library and High School expansion and renova¬ 
tion project as an example. 

According to Bowen, the charter firmly stipulates 
that the responsibility of such construction rests sole¬ 
ly with the manager's office and that the committee is 
acting as the manager's agent. 

"I understand the need for the manager to appoint a 
building committee, but if the manager, whoever he 
may be, decides that there's no need for one then he is 
not commited to form a committee," Bowen remark¬ 
ed. 

Rheault says his intention of forming a personnel 
board should not be interpreted as usurping Bowen's 
authority to oversee municipal employees. 

Says he, "I think that there are many personnel pro¬ 
blems that have to be ironed out at Town Hall and the 
formation of a personnel board can help the manager 
sort out some of those problems and help him in the 
future."

Holiday Driving 


Bad weather, bad habits and the up-coming 
holidays came in for concerned comments today from 
Agawam's Police Safety officer Sgt. Alfred J. Longhi. 

"We know better, but we still get caught up in a 
complex turmoil," the Sgt. contends. "That includes 
last minute rushes and traffic jams, parties and 
heavier than normal drinking - all kinds of 
pressures." 

According to Sgt. Longhi and the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police, persons subjected to 
such stresses are less able to cope with normal, every¬ 
day problems of safe driving or walking. 

Since holiday occasions for drinking are endless, so 
are chances for accidents in traffic, the Chief em¬ 
phasized. Alcohol is a factor in as many as half of our 


traffic accidents. You can help solve the No. 1 
highway problem if you: 

Remember that alcohol slows reflexes, impairs 
coordination and reduces visual acuity, you can't 
react as fast as you can when sober. 

Know your limits -- and stay within them. Alcohol 
build-up in the blood depends on: (1). number and 
strength of drinks; (2) time elapsed since drinking 
began; (3) body weight; and (4) quantity and kind of 
food in the stomach. 

Take public transportation, or let a sober friend do 
the driving, if you ao over party. 

Sgt. Longhi concluded with this warning, "Our 
department will be out with all the personnel we can 
muster to protect those who can't cope with the 
stresses of the season -- of their own accord."

Post Offices Handle Last Minute Mail 


The volume of holiday greeting cards coming into 
Agawam and Feeding Hills post offices may seem 
slightly down from last year, but in reality, people 
have not curtailed sending thousands of seasonal 
well-wishes to local friends and relatives, according 
to Postmasters Robert DeForge and Joseph P. 
Dahdah. 


With only a few days to go until Christmas, 
DeForge said the Agawam post office has been 
averaging some 25,000 incoming pieces of mail daily 
since the 15th. Dahdah said the Feeding Hills office 
has received over 250,000 letters, cards, and packages 
since December 1st. During the normal part of the 
year, DeForge said, the post office averages 18,000 in¬ 
coming pieces of mail daily.

"I think things seem a little slower than last year 
because people are more cooperative and have heed¬ 
ed our advice to mail their cards and packages 
earlier,' 1 DeForge said. "Right after Thanksgiving we 
noticed an increase, but it was gradual." 

DeForge said that by the 17th, there was a big rush 
on mailing and that his office will be busy until after 
the holidays when a heavy flow of advertising flyers 
announcing after-Christmas sales are sent to con¬ 
sumers. 

Both DeForge and Dahdah said they add no extra 
help to handle the Christmas rush, mainly because 
they need "experienced people who know everybody 
in town." The two men agreed that the biggest pro¬ 
blem they face this time of year is the weather, whicl 
has been favorable thus far. They also said that it is 


paramount to have a healthy work crew during the 
holidays. 

Dahdah said his office has practically sold out of all 
Christmas stamps. He added that long lines in the 
post office are often due to tellers being dragged away 
to answer the phone. » 

Both men said the use of the zip code has increased 
steadily over the years. "I would say about 98% of the 
people use the zip code now, which means we can 
sort five times as much mail," DeForge said. 

Dahdah pointed out that parcels will not be sent if 
they do not include a zip code. He added that when 
sending a package, you should include an extra ad¬ 
dress card inside the package in the event tht the out¬ 
side ones are torn or marred. 

The Agawam post office has 28 employees, while 
the Feeding Hills office has 15.

Tips Offered On Care Of 
Fresh Christmas Trees 

Dr. Eileen Schell, State Secretary o f Consumer Af¬ 
fairs, wcfuid like to remind consumers that the 
Christmas tree can be either a symbol of joy or the 
source of holiday disaster. Before you buy a fresh 
tree, examine it carefully and assure yourself that it is 
fresh A fresh tree not only will remain green longer, 
but it will greatly reduce potential fire hazards. Do 
not rely upon chemical coatings or sprays to 
flameproof you tree. 

To test for freshness, bounce the trunk of the tree 
on the ground. A snower of falling needles will in¬ 
dicate the tree is too dry. Examine the trunk butt 
which should be sticky with resin. Try to pull needles 
from the branches. They should be difficult to 
remove. Bend needles between your fingers. Fresh 
needles will not break and will be difficult to remove. 
Bend them between your fingers; fresh needles will 
not break. 

After you purchase the tree, cut off about two in¬ 
ches of the trunk. This will facilitate the flow of water 
from the stand into the tree and keep it fresh longer. 
Mount your tree in a sturdy, water-holding stand with 
widespread legs. Extremely large trees should have 
additional support from thin guy wires anchored to 
walls or the ceiling. 

Make sure the base holder is kept full of water. 
Remember: the cooloer the room temperature, the 
longer your Christmas tree will stay fresh. Place the 
tree away from radiators, fireplaces and other heat 
sources. The tree should not block doorways or be 
placed in heavily-trafficked locations.

Early American 
Christmas 


Seasonal Birthday

Almost four hundred years ago, a small group of 
starving Jamestown settlers spent their firs 
Christmas in America. Their prayers for food and a 
ship from England soon were answered. By the next 
year, an optimistic John Smith wrote in his journal, 
"Indeed, we were never more merry, nor fed on more 
plenty of good oysters, fish, flesh, wild fowl and good 
bread; nor never had better fires in England." 

The New England Pilgrims had a more austere at¬ 
titude toward life in general, and the celebration of 
Christmas, in particular. Like the Puritans in 
England, they saw no reason to celebrate it. Their first 
Christmas in the New World was spent building 
shelter for themselves. In that first winter, half the 
colony died, but spring finally came, then crops, and 
.the first Thanksgiving. 

By December, another ship had arrived from 
England with reinforcements for their little settle¬ 
ment. This group proved to be a bit more rowdy than 
the conservative originals. When Governor Bradford 
chastised them for playing games and revelling in the 
streets, they told him it was against their conscience 
to work on Christmas Day. Despite such rebellions, 
(the New England distaste for Christmas frivolity per¬ 
sisted into the 1800's. 

Meanwhile, the Christmas spirit flourished in the 
freer spirited South. As life grew prosperous in the 


Virginia Colony, plantation families celebrated the 
entire twelve days of Christmas with hunts and 
endiess rounds of partying. Prodigious amounts of 
food were prepared in those plantation kitchens. One 
stunning example is Martha Washington s "Great 
Cake." Among other ingredients, it included forty 
eggs, four pounds of butter, and five pounds each of 
flour and fruit! 

In the slaves' cabins, simpler celebrations took 
place, but they were eagerly awaited all year long. 
For most of the field hands, it was the beginning of 
their only "vacation." They were given the week off 
between Christmas and New Year's Day - or the 
length of time the Yule log burned - whichever lasted 
longer. Since bringing in the log was the slaves' job, it 
was surely always the biggest, most water-soaked one 
to be found! 

As years passed, new ethnic groups settled 
throughout the country, bringing with them a wealth 
of holiday customs and traditions from all over the 
world. We twentieth century Americans are the 
beneficiaries of them all. And we can still share this 
centuries old wish together: 

At Christmas be merrie, 

And thankful withal; 

And feast with thy neighbors, 

The great and the small.

DPW Efforts Praised 

To The Editor: 

In response to a letter to the editor by Elsa Rosenak, 

I would like to make the following observations and 
comments. 

The Parks and Recreation Department and the Jr. 
Basketball League should be commended for their 
quick action in attempting to consolidate practice 
time at the Junior High School. This move was made 
to save the taxpayers of Agawam considerable funds. 
The women's gym and swim program was moved 
from Wednesday night because the children who at¬ 
tend these sessions have confraternity classes on 
Monday nights and cannot attend. 

Ms. Rosenak failed to mention in her letter to the 
editor that the ladies' volleyball program was moved 
to Monday night, and her obvious complaint is that 
the change in time frame must disturb her itinerary 
which upsets her. Some 500 children who are invok¬ 
ed in the Junior Basketball program also had their 
times changed and, in many instances, days changed. 
As of this date, I still have not received one complaint 
from either a parent or a coach because their 
itineraries were disrupted. By the way, this move has 
saved the taxpayers $2,700. 

I find it even more distressing that Ms. Rosenak has 
decided to attack to local Department of Public 
Works’ snow removal program because she is 
disturbed about the Wednesday move. As any 
Agawam resident will attest to, our snow removal 
program in Agawam is second to none in the area. 
Our Superintendent of Public Works, John Stone, and 
his department do an excellent job. It might surprise 
Ms. Rosenak that it takes three passes of the plow to 
clean a 30-foot street properly. If the snow in any one 
snowstorm is not pushed sufficiently to the side of the 
road and freezes before it is removed it would make 
that street a footpath for the rest of the winter. As for 
the pick-up trucK, it is used to push back the snow on 
the corners of the streets where there are sidewalks 
with children walking to school. If the size of the 
snow piles on such corners are not reduced and 
children cannot be seen by motorists, it is obvious 
that a tragedy could result. Until meteorology 
becomes an exacting profession, it would seem to me 
that there is no other way to handle a winter storm. 

As for nicking the grass, I would ask Ms. Rosenak to 
try to remember: 1) The majority of the plowing is 
done at night, and it is very difficult in the middle of 
the night during a storm to see the end of the road and 
the edge of the grass; 2) if you have ever driven a 
snowpiow as I have, you would understand that 
equipment of that nature is difficult to control at all 
times; and 3) Sequoia Drive is a 50-foot layout. The 
resulting formula is as follows: 30 feet of bituminus 
road and the 10 feet on either side of the hard road 
belongs to the Town of Agawam. 

I am writing this letter in hopes that in future mon¬ 
ths as the necessary things are done in our community 
to comply with the cutbacks and/or reorganization of 
various services and/or programs, we will have per¬ 
sons who are totally uninformed attacking everything 
that moves.

Selective Service Not Effective 

To The Editor: 

The true purpose of the draft and of registration for 
the draft is being obscured in patriotic jingoism and 
Defense Department rhetoric once again. 

Could the so-called "response" to the Soviet inva¬ 
sion of Afghanistan have any connection with Harold 
Brown's "We could always send in the Marines," 
remark in reference to the current situation in El 
Salvador? When will the American public condemn 
the American military threat to the world, along with 
the Soviet miliary threat to the world? 

When Jimmy Carter asked the Selective Service 
System for their opinion on renewing draft registra¬ 
tion in 1979, Selective Service, in a report, said that 
registration was impractical and unnecessary and that 
it wouldn’t work. When top officials said that 
peacetime registration would save "90" days in the 
event of a "national emergency," the real figures 
leaked out a couple of weeks later that peacetime 
registration would save on "7" days in a mass 
mobilization. 

If you registered, you may have noticed on the back 
of the card that the excerpts and the explanation of 
the Privacy Act Statement made it clear that you were 
legally obligated to fill in your social security number. 
If you registered and did not fill in your number, the 
receipt that you received from Selective Service said 
that you must send in your social security number 
right away or you would be liable to prosecution. In 
late November, Selective Service lost a class action 
suit brought against them and my no long maditorily 
request social security numbers. The constitutionality 
of draft registration still hasn't been decided by the 
Supreme Court. 

Immediately after independent studies were releas¬ 
ed (Boston Globe, August 27; The Nation, Aug. 16-23) 
showing that approximately one million men nation¬ 
wide (1 out of 4) did not register in the summer's two 
week registration period, Selective Service came out 
with their own statistics stating that only about seven 
percent of the four million men who were supposed 
to register did not. Who’s correct? Well, at least we 
know who hasn't been telling us the truth all along. 

I am afraid that a conscripted military won't be 
very effective against a Soviet nuclear attack, but as 
for keeping the interests of United Fruit, Acaconda 
Copper, Uniroyal, Mobil, ITT, and their friends in the 
forefront of the third world's sea of cheap labor, a 
conscripted military is the next best thing to being 

there. . .

Moreno Protests 
Irresponsible Reporting 

To The Editor: 

The Springfield Morning Union reporter Penny 
Filosi, wife of David Humphrey, managing editor, 
must feel she doesn't have to report what goes on at 
the Agawam Town Council meetings for the readers 
of Agawam. 


1 wonder if the powers that be of the Republican 
Publishing Co. know that their reporter covering 
Agawam is not doing his job. Example: At the last 
council meeting, the council agenda was loaded with 
some 30 items and each of them was extraordinary in 
that they caused confusions, contradictions, legal 
disputes, and much more - and including an agenda 
item which may still cause the council, the town ac¬ 
countant, and the town treasurer to be proven 
criminals. In addition, misleading statements by our 
new town manager were conveniently ignored by the 
reporter. 

Penny Filosi, with all of the above in evidence, the 
only report about the meeting made by her was the 
several words that were exchanged between the 
president of the council and myself. 

What caused the exchange of words was the inabili¬ 
ty of the council members to recognize that they were 
being misled by the towm manager on the police 
education incentive pay issue. 

An ordinance was read which would eliminate the 
"educational incentive pay" as of January 1, 1981. 
The Council and the manager went into a long 
diatribe of misquotes, misleading answers, etc., like 
"This ordinance will not affect the present police con¬ 
tract," and "It doesn't mean anything," and "It 
won't take effect until 1982." It - the issue - became a 
hodge podge of confusion. Seated just to my rear left 
were several officers who became quite concerned 
over the council's actions principally because they 
thought if it doesn't mean anything, why take it away 
from us and if it doesn't take effect until 1982, why 
act on it now? 

Their concern and anxiety was growing because the 
council seemed to want to either disregard or forget 
that the ordinance that already had been read 
specified that the education incentive pay would ter¬ 
minate in two weeks, January 1, 1981, which, of 
course, is just a few days from the present. Yet the 
confusion of the council's dialogue left all in doubt as 
to when it would terminate. 

Listening to the harrangue, I spontaneously said on 
ly three words - "Read the ordinance" - hoping it 
would solve their dilemma. Those simple three words 
led to a ten second exchange hardly worthy of a news 
story, yet Ms. Filosi's story ignored the real point of 
the council meeting. Concerned public employees 
were and are still in the dark because she feels it more 
responsible to maintain the stereotype pf that "old 
rascal Moreno." Ms. Filosi shouldn't let her or her 
bosses nor the council's dislike for me to influence 
coverage of the real news. 

I quote the whole interruption from Filosi's story: 
"Read the ordinance." Fielastad: "Mr. Moreno, you 
are not a member of this council. You are out of 
order." Moreno: "They don't sound like they know 
what was read." Councilor DeForge: "Throw him 
out." Moreno: "You do it. Show some respect for me 
too." 

That was Filosi's whole and only report of a 4-hour 
meeting. 

NOTE: The records of the meetings are all public. I 
am sure Mr. Caba will cooperate with anyone who 
wishes to verify what I have said here, and what was 
said at the meeting.

Written by 
Sylvia Porter, a consumer advocate, the article in¬ 
cludes information on the FAF, the financial aid form, 
ioans, scholarships, etc. However, there is one 
mistake in this series. It is stated that the deadline for 
tiling an FAF is January 1, 1981, which is not correct. 
It should read that a completed FAF application can¬ 
not be mailed until after January 1 1981. This does 
not mean that parents cannot begin filling out the FAF 
application in December. You do not have to wait for 
your W-2 forms to complete the application. Most pay 
check stubs contain income and tax deduction totals 
for the year. We strongly recommend that parents 
submit the FAF bylhe end of January, 1981.

Gun laws simply cannot stop someone who is intent 
upon committing murder. The suspect charged with 
musician John Lennon's murder purchased the 
murder weapon in Hawaii, a state which requires that 
all firearms and ammunition be registered with local 
state authorities. The crime took place in New York 
City, which has perhaps the most stringent gun laws 
in the country. New York not only requires registra¬ 
tion and permits for handguns, but also requires the 
licensing of firearms owners. These restrictive gun 
laws did no stop Lennon's murderer. Additional-gun 
laws would not have stopped him either. 

The act, for whatever reason it was committed, was 
premeditated. Once he is bent upon such a crime, a 
person cannot be thwarted by an exisitng gun law, 
nor by the passage of any additional legislation. 

Murder is already against the law. 

There are those who are already calling for more 
'gun control" laws. Such laws, however, only restrict 
the law-abiding citizens' use of firearms and will not 
affect the criminal or reduce crime. Such laws merely 
open the door for civil rights violations which have 
occurred many times under the Federal Gun Control 
Act of 1968. These violations have already resulted in 
63 United States Senators calling for reform of that 
gun law. 

To stop crime take the criminal off the streets. 

Force the criminal justice system to be as severe as 
necessary to compel the criminal to realize that he 
will suffer the consequences of his actions. This is the 
way to stop crimes of violence. 

Bowhunters set a record this past year by 
harvesting 213 deer. Broken down by districts, it runs 
like this: Northeast District, 6 males and 3 females; 

Southeast District, 13 males, 4 females, 5 undetermin¬ 
ed; Central District, 19 males, 7 females; Connecticut 
Valley 53 males, 19 females; and Western District, 
the largest kill with 64 males, 20 females. 

The shotgun tally exceeded last year's total deer 
harvest. According* to a telephone poll of the deer 
check stations, deer hunters bagged some 33,043 deer 
in the week long season.
